King Hussein's visit follows a 
fluny of Arab activity to end the 
Iiaqi-Kuwaiti dilutes. 

“King Hussein left on a woilc- 
ing visit to Iraq and Kuwait to try 
to narrow the gaps and settle 
recent disputes between our 
brethren in both Arab coun- 
tries,*' Petra said.

Cairo, Amman outline major 
moves to boost cooperation 


AMMAN (Petra) — Tbe Joint 
Jordanitto-EgypCian Higher Com- 
mittee copcloded a two^y meet- 
ing here Sunday and prime minis- 
ters Mudar Badran and Atef Sed- 
ki agned tbe miniius of the com- 
mittee’s deliberations designed to 
promote coop e ration in many 
fields. 

At a prem conference held 
after the meetings, Prime Minis- 
ler Mudar Badran and Egyptian 
Prime Minister Atef Sedki said 
they had also signed a trade 
agreement covering a total 
volume of S250 ™HiM for this 
year.

Tbe lean 
meat and fodder project 'wiD cost 
32 million Egyp^n pounds and 
will be set up in Egypt. Tbe 
committee, recommended that a 
feasibility study be conducted on 
tbe seed psoject, expected to be 
set up in Jordan. 

Tbe two sides win also com- 


plete a feasibflify study on a fishery 
p^ect to be set up in Egypt and 
will temporarily shelve a joint 
tourism project to open tbe way 
for tbe private sectors in tbe two 
countries to carry it ont. 

The two sides decided to exempt 
from cubfoffls duty certain products 
and wQI take meas ur es to ensore foe 
inqrienieotatioD of a trade protocol 
sifted by the two countries. 

The committee called for a mrrring 
by specialists from bofo sides em- 
ployed by the national airlines lo try 
to settle psqrments due for pqment 
by Egypt Air to Jordan between April 
1988 and October 1988. 

Tbe two sides reviewed a project 
for produdng pboqiboric acid at tbe 
Dead Sea.

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Iraq <usails U.S. for not 
denounicing Israeli threat 


BAGHDAD (Agencies) Iraq 
Sunday slamm^ the United 
States and odier Western nations 
for maintaining silence over a 
statement by Israeli Science 
Minister Yuval Neeman that 
Israel could use diemical weap* 
ons if Iraq used them against 
Israel. 

A spokesman for the Foreign 
hfinistry told the Iraqi News 
Agency (INA) that Iraq was not 
surpri^ to bear that Israel pos- 
sesses chemical weapons as “ev- 
erybody knows that Israel has all 
kinds of weapons of mass destruc- 
tion.” 

“But we are surprised that 
America and the West made a 
lot of fuss about Iraq's weapons 
potential and kept silent on the 
statement by the Israeli minis- 
ter,” the spokesman said. 

He said the American and 
Western alence was “evidence of 
their doable standard” and their 
pohdes of “making Israel the 
dominant power in the hGddle 
East.” 

In Israel, Neeman badced away 
Saturday firom his call for Israel 
to respond in land to Iraqi warn- 
ings that it would use chemical 
weapons to retaliate for any 
Israeli attack. 

In the most far-reaching state- 
ment by an Israeli leader on the 


subject, Neeman said Friday that 
Israel was ready to counter Iraqi 
tiueats. 

“In my ^anion, we have an 
excellent response, and that is to 
threaten (Saddam) Hussein with 
tile same merchandise,*' said 
Neeman in an interview on Israd 
Radio. 

“And if there is an enemy like 
tins, it is possible to prepare a 
snit^le response,” said Neeman, 
who is also head of Israers space 
programme “1 have doubt tiiat 
also today we can respond to a 
threat like this.” 

Israel is widely believed to 
have chemical weapons, but offi- 
cials have never admitted it. In 
Israel, a source in Prime Mmister 
Yitzhak Shamir’s office indicated 
Friday that Shamir was dis- 
pleased with Neeman’s declara- 
tion and meant to discuK the 
radio interview witii him. 

Neeman said Saturday that he 
had been misunderstood. . 

“I thmlc the whole thii^ was 
taken out of context,” the 65- 
year-old Neeman said on Israel 
Radio. 

“What I said was that tiie 
answer should be in kind. In kiDd 
could be heavy bombardments by 
our excellent airforce... Ididsay 
that it is no problem to produce 
chemical weapons but I did not 


call on Israel to start prododng 
them." 

However, Neeman, who 
served bofb as deputy director of 
army intelligence and scientific 
director of Israel’s atomic energy 
IMOgramme, answered a direct 
question of artiether Israel posses- 
^ such arms with, *That ques- 
tion should be asked of tiie minis- 
ter of defence.” 

In WashinghMi, tiie State De- 
partment said in a terse statement 
Friday: “We’ve seen tiiose re- 
ports and we will be takiiQ iq> the 
subject with the government of 
Israel.” 

Studies piiUisbed abroad have 
reported brael has both diemical 
and nodear weapons capainlities. 
The Londcm-based International 
Institute for Strategic Studies said 
Israel could possess up to 100 
nudear warheads. 

Arab countries have defended 
the development of diemical 
weapons as a che^ and tedmolo- 
gjcally easy response to Israeli 
nnd^ c^abOities. 

Defence Minister Moshe Arras

by the General Assembly in 1975, 
was strong opposed by Israel, 
the United States and other 
Western countries, Arab, Com- 
munist and many Third Worid 
countries aq^sroved iL It could 
not be blo^ed because the big 
powers have no veto in the 
assembly. 

. ^th strong coogressionai sup- 
port, Washington has been trying 
to marshal enough backing 
among U.N. members to scrap 
the resolution. 

The Syrian move is viituaUy 
certain to win overwhelming sup- 
port at the Cairo meeting. 

According to acopy of tiie 
^nda obtained by the AP, Syria 
asked that the conf er ence discuss 
“perszstent efforts and various 
forms of pressure by the United 
worid countires and the 
UoiE&d_ Nations” to get the 
General Assembly to resciud the 
1975 resolution at the coming fell 
session.

Price of keeping peace 
is too high in Cyprus

costing more than $90 milli on 
a year and tiie handfixl of 
countries that fork out most of 
the money are crying out for 
help. 

United Nations Secretary 
General Javier Perez de Cuel- 
lar has expressed cmcern over 
“the dircmic and ever deepen- 

ing financial criSS” feeing the 

U.N. peacekeeping force in 
Cyprus. 

Ifis appeals to U.N. mem- 
ber states for more money 
have so far feUen on deaf ears. 

When the Security Council 
first recraimended stationing a 
peacekeeping force on tiie is- 
land in 1964 to keep the-war- 
ring communities apart, it was 
for a period erf tiiree mondis 
with costs to be met by govern- 
ments providing the contin- 
gents, Cypriot gover nm ent 
and voluntary contributions 
from other states. 

The financing structure has 
since mnained undianged.

Libya*s contribution

AMMAN — The timely re- 
ceipt of Libya*5 share of Arab 
contributkm to the CouncS of 
Arab Economic Unity 
(CAEU) has saved the councQ 
from imfnerfiftte finaneifll prob- 

lems, and it ta now looking 
forward to other member 
states to fulffl dieir obligatioos. 
a o u o f d in g to CAEU ofBdals. 

“We have received tbe share 
of tbe lilqnn Jamafahiyeh’a 
ooatribntioo to cbe oomieil.” 
said CAEU Secretary-General 
Hassan Ibrahim. “We are 
much thankful to the Libyan 
government for this gesture," 
he told the Jordan Times Sun- 
day. 

Aeoording to other officials, 
the Libyan payment was 
$376,000, re^esenting Tripo- 
li’s contribution for tbe year 
1990. 

According to Gfaaa Ham- 
seh, dqNiCy secreta i yge n eral 
of die Amman-based CAEU, 
“it came at a time iriien tbe 
eouudl was wrestling with 
drastic fmandal arises.” The 
Libyan payment was received 
Fri^y. 

“We are bopefnl that other 
members of the cound] will 
bononr their <AKg»- 

tions soon so that the institu- 
tion can continue its opera- 
tums,” Hamzeh said. 

The ooundl, set up in 1964

Kuwait, which owes the 
oocdcQ 81.5 m2Eon as its share 
of ceotribution for tiie past 
four years, caneeDed its mem- 
bership site citing “ineffective 
managemeoL” ^orts aimed 
at convincing Etowait to re- 
verie the dedaon are con- 
timting, Hamzeh told tte Jor- 
dan Times. Kuwait left the 
ooundl but tbe comidI*s mem- 
bership remaised at die same 
number since it had readmitted 
Egy|» in late 1988 after a sus- 
pendoD lasting »lnv>er a de- 
cade. 

The council has announced

ber states. 

‘’When it was established, 
tbe oonncal was expected to 
beomne one of tbe most effec- 
tive and influential Arab 
League agencies,” commented 
a Gulf Arab d^Iomai. “But 
the eaqiectatioBS soon weaned 
as is reflected in its mem- 
ber s fa a p tod^,** be said refer- 
ring CO tbe fte that only 12 of 
the 22 Arab League members 
remain members of tbe ooan- 
cU. Joining the eonncil is 
optional for tbe Arab states.

CAIRO, ^ypt — Satellite im- 
ages hare led to a spectacular 
discovery of water beneath 
Egypt’s Western Desert There is 
q>eoilation that it may contain 
more ground water than was 
tiiongbt to exist for tbe whole of 
Africa. 

A test driUing, si^ Dr. Farouk 
Al Baz, indica^ diat there is 
enough water “foragricuhore for 
200,000 acres (S0JX» hectares) 
for 200 years frtm tihat one weD.” 

The discovery is of enormous 
significance for a fatticamnantly 
desert country dependent on the 
Nile, 86jter emit .^u4iose waters 
come from drongfat-prone 
Ethiopia. 

. instruments aboard the U.S., 
Space Shuttle Columbia first re- 
vealed the rocky beds of ancient 
river courses beneath the desert 
sand. 

“There mnst have been a great 
deal of water to form valleys as 
wide as tbe Nile Valley, 20. 
kDometres across,” Dr. Al-Baz 
iqiecnlated after examining the 
images. 

“If there were rivers as large 
the Nile, then there was mu& 
rain and a great deal of surface 
watCT. Some of that water woold 
have evaporated; some wooid 
bare seq^ thrmigh tbe deeply 
fractured rock beneath and 
stored in aquifers.” 

To pursue his theory that tbe 


water in tiiose aquifers is still 
tiiere. Dr. Al-Baz, Egyptian 
diiector of Boston Unhreitity’s 
Centre for Remote Sensing, in 
co-<^)eration wito the Egyptian 
govonmeat, started test driDiiig 
near the confioeoce of several 
buried valleys in the Western 
Desert 

He believes the find indicates 
the desert’s vast potential as a 
source of water. He cantioos, 
however, that this particular re- 
serve is fossil water, and that 
because its abOi^ to rediarge 
Itself is unknown it should be 
treated as a non-renewable re- 
source and used sparingly. 

Other scientists are airo con- 
vinced there is much water to be 
found beneato Egypt’s sea of 
sand. 

Dr. Kamal Hefay, director of 
the Institnte of Ground Water 
Reseanto, has jnst pnxhiced a 
map, based on satellite images, 
which reveals eight distinct 
aquifers. 

Egypt uses three bfliion cubic 
metres of ground water a year. 
Dt. Hefoy estimates the figure 
will increase to eight trillion oobic 
metres, and much more when all 
regions are fully esqriored.

Police dmiied any link to a 
foiled seaborne raid by Palesti- 
nians in May. 

The attack was the most se- 
rious on Israelis since a pie bomb .

nine in May. 

Saturdy’s home-made bomb 
was hidden in a beach bag pla^ 
between two chairs near a life - 1 
guard station. It blew up around

time. 

Ptdioe dispersed bimdreds of 
incensed Israelis who riioiited 
“bash their heads” at Arabs. 
They pounced on Palestinians in 
cars bearing licence plates from 
the oocii{)ied teiiiteries and in a 
hotel where Arab labourers live. 

The revenge attacks, whidi in- 
jured seven Arabs, prompted 
condemnations from Israeli 
politidans and police alike. 

Tel Ariv Mayor Shlomo Laht 
said: “We can’t behave in this 
wild and barbaric way. One can- 
not jump on a man because he b 
an Arab and beat him.”

there comes a time when the 
human spirit rebels or gjves 

ID.” 

Since his first visit to Moroc- 
co in 19S2, after be had witnes- 
sed the snfiering of diildren 
from serioQS diseases, British 
national Reg Cleaver, 76 years 
old, has set forth to decficate 
fab life to the help of children: 
the pooit needy and bel|riess. 
dear’s motives may be dne 
to the Worid War ITs advera- 
ties, and to the sufierings he 
has witnessed in many regions 
in the world which are the 
outcome of poverty, ignorance 
and warfare. 

In 1971, after several visits 
to Morocco, Qeaver encoun- 
tered a 14-y^-old diild, H»a- 
hiffl Thigaraiin, who was hard- 
ty aMe te use hb hands or hb 
Like many other cbDdren 
in Kforocco, Ibrahim bad fallen 
the victim polio wfakfa 
{ried him for 12 years. 

Several months later. Cleav- 
er brought Ibrahim to England 
to undergo medica! treatment. 
With the help of the Moroccan 
govenun^ as well as the sn{>- 
port of "Windsor” dhd “Pal^ 
dm Boys” clubs, IlMahnn, now 
30 years old, b aUe to lead a 
healthy, active life of hb own. 

Cleaver, tiie founder of the 
Friends of Morocco Organisa- 
tion, has persevered in hdijang 
chilidrea in Morocco for nrariy 
30 years. The {rfusnomenon 
Grinded dnldiCT that crowded 
the pavements and streets in 
Morocco was perhaps what 


made Cleaver more deter- 
mined to fab nolde objective: 
helping the unfortunate chil- 
dren. 

“Take a look at these pic- 
tnres: the bruises, fiie bndeen 
limbs, file eroded hands and 
legs... and tbm looks in pm- 
ticiilar,” said Cleaver, {xnnting 
out to some pi ctur es of Moroc- 
can TTiisi»raM«* cfaSdren around 
ten or eleven years of age, vdio 
have the looks of weary men in 
their 

Not only in Morocco, bnt 
also in No^ Africa, has tiie 
aid of Qeaver been extended. 
Hb primary objective now, 
however, b the of Palesti- 
nian orphan diildren who are 
the victims of the “terrible acts 
and atrodties” committed by 
Israelb. 

"In 1948, at the time of the 
.partition of Palestine, I pro- 
tested that after a blcMxly 
Worid War of five years, vdiich 
cost the lives of SO million sonb 
— to restore freedom and the 
ri^t of self-determination to 
Chechoslovakia, Poland and 
other countries under Naa 
occupation — and then take 
fiiose same ri^its (uriiich must 
be the very basic of ail human 
rights) away from the Palesti- 
nians, was a gross injustice; I 
have never moved from that 
point of view,” Cleaver said in 
interview with the Jordan 
Times in Amman last week. 

In letters he sent to the 
British prime mnuster, the 
U.S. presideDt, and to ' irdi- 
pons 'leaders rmd ecfitois of 
pa{>ers and magazines, and 
througfa odier means. Cleaver 
has tried to increase aware- 
ness, and labe funds for hel{>- 
ing die vichms of what he 
describes as the “terrible nnre- 
PQited atrodties and hrntali- 
ties” the Israelis committed 
against die Pabtinian Arabs. 

In a letter he sent to Mrs. 
Margaret Thatdier, he wrote: 


“in the company of surgeons, 
doctors and lawyers, I have 
been taken to bo^it^ where 
some of the children, who have 
been the victinis of unqieak- 
able brutality by the Israeli 
military and the Shin Bet 
(Israel’s internal security 
. ap{)aratD5), were being cared 
for. I have seen children aged 
five, gx, seven, and ten years 
suffering from terrible injuries. 
It b im|>ossible chat human 
beings can bring themselves to 
carry out such atrocities 
agaiwet lanaH children.” 

On hb freqnent viats to the 
Arab World, Cleaver bears re- 
marks about Western {lercep- 
tions of the Arabs that shock 
him. “The idea diat Wester- 
ners have a kind of hostility 
against the Arabs b totally 
wrong,” be said. "The feet that 
Arabs do not understand die 
"Western min d” whidi was to 
the advantage of the Israelb, b 
peifa^ the major weakness of 
die i^jabs,” he pointed out. 

”T belief there b an in- 
creasing belief in, and supped 
in the West for, tte Palesdnian 
cause as well as for Arabs. 
Many people and associations 
have offer^ to h61p me and to 
sponsor many pro-Palestinians 
projects such as the nma-ring 
response I received when 
ask^g for a beriiday for Palesti- 
nian deprived children,” he 
teld die Jordan Time in the 
interview 

Thb was piarciculafly evident 
in the le^pbnse to '^^ver’s 
letters -from Mis. Tbatdier*s 
mmister of state who offered 
support and wUlingness to help 
die Palestinians. “We are im- 
pressed by your (Cleaver's) 
generosity asd plans te bring a 
small group of Palestinian 
teenagers te England for a 
holiday in Jnly,” the minister’s 
re{^ letter said. The letter 
went on to explain the difficul- 
ties chat may arise in front of

about 250, Saket told tbe Jor- 
dm Times, “Many of them are 
feeing Uqmdity problems,** be 
said.

“But gov- 
ernment setdement of this 
anuxint win act as an incentive 
(to contractors) and reaffirm 
tbe importance d the sector 
and the support that tbe gov- 
ernment extends to it,” it said. 

Tbe memorandum recalls 
that in late 1988 tbe then gov- 
ernment had pledged that all 
contracts ondmrtaken during 
OcL IS and Nov. 1, 1988. — 
when the actual devaluation of 
the dinar is seen as having 
ofBdaSy gone into effect in 
terms d prices — will be given 
conqiensatioa.

A fresh problem to hit many 
contractors, according to 
Saket, is the adverse impact of 
the liquidation of Efetra Bank, 
which bad fiiiiiisbed dozens of 
guarantees and performance 
bonds to the government on 
behalf of ooncractofs. Saket 
estimates that around 20 to 25 
contractors — “10 per cent of 
die active membeis of the asso- 
ciation” — are facing trouble 
now since, the concerned gov- 
ernment departments are 
manding fresh gnnranfrcs 

“Many contractors had 
based th^ contract perfonn- 
ances on finance available 
from Petra Bank, and now that 
the bank is ondm' liquidation 
they also face liquidity prob- 
lems,' Saket said. 

According to an informed 
* economist, “most of the con- 
tractors affected by the Petra 
Bank liquidation af^iear to be 
debtors to die ba^. So, the 
problem is not as simple as it 
appears on the surface." 

The eootKMnist, qieaking to 
die Jordan Tunes on oooditioa 
of anonymity, said: 'The Cen- 
tral Ba^ has guaranteed the 
deposits of Pbtra Bank bnt not 
gnarantees fernished by Petra 
Bank. Those who might have 
put up tbe tnnwmmw reqitired 
percentage of the value of bank 
guarantee could have done so 
under overdraft facilities on a 
different account. Again, this 
would mean it was the bank's 
money which was used and is 
owed to the bank by the 
accoont holder.”

Market forces crippling 
Nigerian manufacturers

LAGOS — Nigerian manufactur- 
ers are pleadiog with the govem- 
nieat to review a fbur-year*old. 
International Monetary Fund 
(lMF)-backed economic refoi m 
programme which they say k 
bleeding diem dry. 

“We cannot accept wholesale 
these IMF presaiptioos. It’s not 
getting os anywhere... die shock 
therapy has been crif^ng,” said 
Oladapo Pafowora, managing 
director of the Manufacturers 
Association of hfigeria. 

The miHtaiy govenuaent in* 
July 1986 embaiiced on poises d 
deregnlation, devaluation and 
trade liberalisation to try to res- 
tore an economy battered by 
otrilapsed oil earnings, an over- 
valued local cnrrency, import de- 
pendency and debt. 

Finance Minister Olu Falae 
met ffigeria's conmmrcial bank 
creditors in London diis week to 
try to win a reprieve on some 
debt to free cash for local produc- 
tion. 

The IMF reforms have stoked 
inflation, driven interest ratos up 
as high as 30 per cent and slashed 
tbe excfaan^ value of tbe naira to 
almost an eighth of hs 19^ level.

Thousands flee Monrovia as 
rival rebels advance on Doe 


ABIDJAN (R) — Thousands of 
fanngiy and frightene d civilians 
are streanmig out of ^ Liberian 
caftsl Monrovia wbere a three* 
aided civil war is hirdiiog to 
bloody dima^ 

Two rival grcmps of rebels are 
pushing upwards the heavily de- 
fended executive mansion to fin- 
isfa off President Samuel Doe.- 

Diplomats fear that when they 
have done so they may start 
fitting among themselves. 

Cbaries Taylor, the leader of 
die 15,000*strong mainstream 
Nati onal Patriotic I^oot of Liber- 
ia (NP^), has already dedared 
UmseU presidrat of a new in- 
terim government. He says Doe 
win not be allowed to flee the 
coontry and will be blasted into 
snbmissioD if be refiises to sur- 
render. 

But on Saturday ni^t a Reuter 
cor r espondent behind rebel fines 
said Taylor only controlled the 
eastern outskirts of the capital.
